Ship  Clearances  during  the  year  ended  31st  October,  1966  totalled  4,424, 
an  increase  of  288  over  the  comparable  period  for  1965. 

Net  Registered  Tonnage — 6,199,404  N.R.  Tons. 

The  Net  Registered  Tonnage  of  vessels  which  cleared  the  Ports  of  the  Tees 
during  the  year  ended  31st  October,  1966  totalled  6,199,404  N.R.  Tons,  a  decrease  of 
254,522  N.R.  Tons  on  the  comparable  period  for  1965. 

Imports — 6,830,082  Tons. 

The  total  volume  of  Imports  into  the  Ports  of  the  Tees  during  the  year  ended 
31st  October,  1966  amounted  to  6,830,082  tons,  a  decrease  of  654,790  tons  on  the 
comparable  period  for  1965. 

The  drop  of  over  one  million  tons  in  the  importation  of  Iron  Ore  was  the 
principal  reason  for  this  decrease  but  the  importation  of  Oils  increased  by  approxi¬ 
mately  half  a  million  tons. 

Exports — 2,142,857  Tons. 

The  total  volume  of  Exports  from  the  Ports  of  the  Tees  during  the  year  ended 
31st  October,  1966  amounted  to  2,142,857  tons,  a  decrease  of  123,189  tons  on  the 
comparable  period  for  1965. 

This  decrease  is  primarily  due  to  the  decrease  in  exports  of  Iron  and  Steel 
commodities  and  Chemical  Fertilisers.

SECTION  V— WATER  SUPPLY 


Eighty  four  samples  of  drinking  water  were  taken  from  the  water  boat,  vessels 
and  hydrants.  Twelve  samples  of  drinking  water  taken  from  vessels  and  submitted 
for  bacteriological  examination  proved  to  be  unsatisfactory.  In  each  instance  when 
the  vessel  was  still  in  port  the  Master  was  notified  and  the  necessary  measure  taken  to 
insure  a  potable  supply  of  drinking  water.  In  the  case  of  vessels  not  returning  to  the 
Tees  the  owner  and/or  next  ports  were  advised  of  the  unsatisfactory  conditions  pre¬ 
vailing.

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MERCHANT  SEAMEN  TREATED  AT  THE  SPECIAL  TREATMENT 
CENTRE,  MIDDLESBROUGH  GENERAL  HOSPITAL  DURING  THE 

YEAR,  1966.

During  1966  the  total  number  of  seamen  attending  the  clinic  fell  from  221 
to  184  and  was  most  noticeable  in  the  numbers  of  British  seamen.  It  is  noted  that  of 
the  total  number  attending  just  over  half  of  the  patients  seen  are  foreign  seamen.

The  majority  of  seamen  attending  (156)  were  patients  who  had  recently  run 
the  risk  of  possible  infection  and  came  to  the  clinic  for  investigation  and  treatment 
if  necessary,  these  are  regarded  as  ‘New  Cases’.  The  remainder  had  attended  clinics 
at  some  other  port  and  their  attendance  here  was  usually  in  the  nature  of  observation 
following  treatment. 

For  the  second  year  in  succession  there  have  been  fewer  British  and  Common¬ 
wealth  seamen  attending.  As  you  will  note  from  the  figures,  foreign  seamen  now  account 
for  more  than  half  of  the  seamen  admitted  to  the  register  during  the  year. 

Of  the  four  “new”  cases  of  syphilis  seen  during  the  year,  one  was  a  British 
sea-going  engineer  who  was  found  to  have  positive  blood  findings  during  a  routine 
medical  examination  by  his  employers.  These  results  were  confirmed  and  a  diagnosis  of 
Latent  Syphilis  made.  Before  he  left  this  area  he  was  given  an  intensive  course  of 
Penicillin  therapy  and  advised  to  attend  the  clinic  in  his  home  town  for  further 
observation  and  family  follow-up. 

The  other  three  cases  of  syphilis  were  foreign  seamen  found  to  have  primary 
lesions,  they  had  contracted  their  infection  in  foreign  ports.  These  cases  were  ad¬ 
mitted  to  West  Lane  Hospital  and  given  intensive  courses  of  Penicillin.  Before  being 
repatriated  they  were  issued  with  travelling  books  and  advised  to  continue  serological 
surveillance  at  regular  intervals. 

Patients  have  been  sub-divided  by  nationality  and  in  the  case  of  fresh  infec¬ 
tion  by  disease  as  shown  in  the  following  table  : —

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SECTION  XIV— PUBLIC  HEALTH  (SHELLFISH)  REGULATIONS 

1934  and  1948 


The  Regulations  refer  to  the  gathering  and  sale  for  human  consumption  of  shell¬ 
fish  which  may  be  infected. 


In  1932  the  River  Tees  Port  Health  Authority  made  Regulations  under  the 
Public  Health  Act,  1896,  prohibiting  the  sale  of  or  offering  for  sale  any  mussels, 
cockles,  periwinkles  or  other  shell-fish  taken  from  within  the  District,  unless  and  until 
such  shell-fish  have  been  relaid  for  such  a  period  as  may  be  directed. 


There  are  no  beds  laid  in  the  Tees  estuary.  The  River  Police  keep  the  collecting 
of  shell-fish  from  the  banks  of  the  river  under  observation. 

All  shell-fish  in  the  area  are  liable  to  pollution.  No  action  has  been  taken 
during  the  year  under  the  above  Regulations  or  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act.  1955.

3.  Organisation  of  Work  : 

The  Port  Medical  Officer  is  notified  of  all  alien  passengers,  including  stowaways 
arriving  in  the  Port  and  arrangements  are  made  for  a  medical  officer  to  examine  them 
on  board  before  they  are  allowed  to  disembark. 

4.  Nature  and  amount  of  aliens  traffic  : 

The  majority  of  alien  passengers  arriving  in  the  Port  are  pleasure  visitors  to 
this  Country,  chiefly  from  Scandinavian  countries.  Stowaways  occasionally  arrive 
from  West  African  ports,  but  this  is  now  in  fact  quite  a  rare  occurrence. 
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The  total  number  of  alien  passengers  arriving  in  the  Port  during  the  year 
was  655. 


In  the  case  of  one  alien  subject  to  detailed  examination,  a  certificate  was  issued 
that  he  was  of  unsound  mind  and  he  was  refused  leave  to  land  by  the  Immi¬ 
gration  Officer. 


5.  Accommodation  for  medical  inspection  and  examination  : 

Aliens  are  generally  examined  on  board,  but  accommodation  is  available  at 
the  Health  Department,  26,  Southfield  Road,  if  it  should  be  required.

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LAUNCH  MERCIE  II 

The  motor  launch  “Mercie  II”  continues  to  gives  satisfactory  service.  The 
annual  overhaul  was  carried  out  in  the  Summer  of  the  year  and  no  major  repairs  were 
found  necessary. 


FOOD  INSPECTION 

Consignments  of  imported  foodstuffs  have  been  systematically  examined  during 
the  year.  These  consisted  of: — Luncheon  meat,  canned  minced  pork,  canned  ham, 
canned  chicken,  canned  duck,  canned  pineapple,  fruit  pulp,  lettuce,  radishes,  onions, 
tomatoes,  cucumbers,  dried  peas,  canned  oranges,  carrots,  tea,  sausage  casings,  des- 
sicated  coconut,  Ginger  in  syrup,  Cauliflower  in  brine. 

The  following  items  were  subject  to  bacteriological  examination.

Ginger  in  Syrup  —  5 

Results  in  all  cases  being  negative. 

Seven  casks  of  sausage  casings  arrived  unaccompanied  by  Official  Certificates 
and  were  re-exported  to  the  country  of  origin.

During  the  year  there  were  five  instances  of  vessels  emitting  dark  smoke  during 
their  stay  in  Port.  In  each  case  the  nuisance  was  promptly  abated  after  a  warning 
notice  had  been  given.  Some  of  the  older  type  of  the  Tees  Conservancy  Commission 
Craft  have  been  observed  to  contravene  the  Regulations  in  such  cases  the  Master  and 
Engineers  concerned  have  been  personally  interviewed  and  informed  that  the  Regu¬ 
lations  must  be  complied  with.  The  matter  was  also  taken  up  with  the  Chief  Engineer 
of  the  T.C.C. 

In  summarizing  the  general  emission  of  smoke  it  is  found  the  largest  amounts 
of  smoke  emitted  fall  into  the  category  of  dark  smoke  or  less  and  the  periods  of  emission 
are  less  than  those  allowed  by  the  Regulations.  When  black  smoke  has  been  observed 
enquiries  have  revealed  that  the  cause  is  mainly  due  to  mechanical  breakdown, 
dirty  burners  or  fan  adjustments.
